R o b in so n ’s 
confession as evidence, 
and cited 
authorities 
in proof of his claim 
that it should have been excluded. 
H e also referred at some length 
to the acceptance on the panel of 
forty,fro m which the jury was to be 
selected, of men whom he alleged 
had 
prejudged 
the 
case, 
aud 
and for this reason were not c o m ­ 
petent to act as jurors. 
A n other point 
that com m anded 
his attention was the fact that one 
o f the jurors had kept a memoran- 
duin of the testimony introduced 
during the trial, and for these aud 
other reasons the attorney for the 
defendant maintained that a new 
trial should be accord ed 
the c o n ­ 
dem ned man. 
T-he plea was a strong one,

ness in behalf of his client, which 
was made witiuiut hope of financial 
feward.
